Crew Of Ship Released From Jail In Nassau, 
; Sets Sail Hoping To Slip Past Coast Guard 


Miami, Fla., April 4 MV- Seven- 
teen sea raiders, released from a 
Bahamas jail today, chugged off 
in their 35-foot boat proclaiming 
they were on the warpath once 
more against Fidel Castro. 

For more than eight hours they 
cruised west toward Miami rather 
than south toward Cuba, reported 
a United States Coast Guard plane 
that followed the Violynn III. Coast 
Guardsmen denied that darkness 
would interfere with continued 
surveillance of the craft.
